And now let us turn a little 
further over into the next chap- 
ter and begin with verse 34. Ahab 
and Jehoshaphat had gone out to 
war at Ramoth-gilead, against the 
king of Syria. 

“And a certain man drew 8 
bow at a venture, and smote the 
king of Israel [that is Ahab] be- 
tween the joints of the harness 
fa king wear harness? Yes, he 
had on a coat of mail, a great 
breastplate, and greaves over his 
legs, and a plate over his back. 
He even had his feet covered up. 
The only place where an arrow 
could get in is where the armor 
joined together. He could not he 
stiff all over. And there the ar- 
row hit him between the joints 
of his harness.] wherefore he said 


unto the driver of his chariot, 
Turn thine hand, and carry me 
out of the host [out of the army]; 
for I am wounded. And the bat- 
tle increased that day: and the 
king was stayed in his chariot 
against the Syrians, and died at 
even: and the blood ran out of 
the wound into the midst of the 
chariot.” 

Now listen, God had. said, 
“Where the dogs licked the blood 
of Naboth when you stoned him 
there at Jezreel, there the same 
dogs will lick the blood of Ahab.” 
How can that happen when he 
was killed away over there at 
Ramoth-gilead? Let us read on. 


“And there went a proclama- 


.tion throughout the host about 


the going down of the sun, saying, 
Every man to his city, and every 
man to his own country. So the 
king died, and was brought to 
Samaria; and they buried the 
king in Samaria. And ene washed 
the chariot in the pool of Sa- 
maria; and the dogs licked up his 
blood; and they washed his ar- 
mour; according unto the word 
of the Lord which he spake.” 
That is a remarkable story. I 
cannot take time for the rest of 
it, but it came about that Jezebel, 
wicked, wicked Jezebel, was killed 
too, and God saw that it happened 
just as He said it would. Jehu 
said to two men about Jezebel 
as she looked out of a window, 
“Throw her down!” And they 
threw. her down, and the dogs ate 
Jezebel, that wicked woman. 


I want you to get this word of 
God. Here are blessed and eternal 
lessons that men must face. I 
want you to face them prayer- 
fully as I speak. . 

Ahab Sold Himself to the Devil 

Elijah, the prophet of God, said 
to Ahab, “T have found thee: be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to 
work evil in the sight of the 
Lord.” Sin enslaves a man. If 
there is a man here who is not in 
touch with God, a backslider or a 


- Jost sinner, that man has sold 


himself to work evil. A man who 
is not right with God has sold 
out. That means just this. Judas 
Iscariot sold out, sold his influ. 
ence, sold his soul. “I know where 
Jesus goes to pray, and for thirty 
pieces of silver, I will lead you 
out to the garden of Gethsemane, 
and the one I kiss, that will be

the one,” he said. Judas sold 
himself and sold his eternal wel- 
fare. Heé sold his testimony. He 
sold that for the value of thirty 
pieces of silver. 

Ahab also sold himself to work 
evil. A man that goes in sin has 
sold out for a little bit of pleas- 
ure, for the wild, dirty crowd 
that he runs with. He will break 
his wife’s heart and lead his chil- 
dren in sin and make himself a 
slave for a little sinful pleasure. 
What do you mean by selling out 
to sin? I wish people would 
realize the awful enormity of sin. 
When a man turns loose to sin, 
he turns over control to demons. 

You may not realize it, but this 
world is full of demons. The devil 
goes around like a roaring ‘ion 
seeking whom he may devour. 
Some men are possessed by devils 
now. Jesus said in the modei 
prayer and taught us to pray, 
“And deliver us from evil.” In 
the original Greek, He really 
taught us to pray, “Deliver us 
from the evil one,” from. Satan, 


and from the evil spirits around 
about us. 


You say, “I feel impressed to 
do so and so.” You feel the im- 
pression as if it were from God. 
¥ou had better try it and see. If 
you have sold out, that may be a 
spirit of the devil that will lead 
you wrong. You may get into a 
fight or commit some sin, and 
then say, “Well, I felt led to do 
that.” Look out! You may be 
led by evil spirits. Ahab sinned 
and sinned again and again and 
finally turned himself over to 
devils and to evil spirits to do 
the wickedness suggested by his 
wife. He sold himself out to 
work evil. 


It is a bad thing to go on in 
sin. It is important that one not 
go in sin. Every one of you boys 
and girls should be saved while 
you are young, because the older 
you are, the mére the devil binds 
you, the more he takes a mort- 
gage on you. When you sell out 
to him, after awhile you are a 
slave and you cannot control your- 
self. Then your influence is not 
your own, your temper is not 
your own, and your thoughts are 
not your own. A man who goes 
on in sin cannot think the 
thoughts he wants to. A man who 
gambles may say, “All right, I 
will go back to work and be the 
Same man.” But something has 
happened to that man and work 
is not attractive any more. Work- 
ing hard for $4.00 or $6.00 a day, 
that is too hard when one can 
get out and maybe make a lucky 
tip on a dog race or on “daily 
doubles” might get a thousand to 
one or a hundred to one, who 
knows? “I will try it,” he says. 
Working is mighty slow going 
when you might get ten or fifteen 
dollars in a game of chance. 
Something happens to the man 
who gambles. He sells himself 
out to gambling. The devil takes 
possession of his heart, soul and 
spirit. 

Somebody gets angry, and he 
thinks it is a little matter to get 
angry. It is never a little matter. 
You sell yourself out when you 
get angry. You sow your wicked- 
Jness, and a lot of bitterness 
springs up in your heart and con- 
trols you. You may think when 


as you were. Only God 
away the evil things when a man 
has sold himself to sin. The same 
is true about bitterness, malice, 
hate and unforgiveness. Do not 


Can-| allow them in your heart. That 


$1.50 | is the reason the Bible said, “Let 


not the sun go down on your 
wrath.” We ought to beware of 
the evil ones around about us. 


Ahab sold himself to sin. 


No girl here wants to become 
a harlot and lose her virtue, who 


slave to sin. 


Ahab was to be pitied. Yonder 
was a beautiful woman. The 
Bible says she was vain. Even 
when she was an older woman 
she was beautiful. When she 
heard that Jehu was coming, she 
“painted her face and tired her 
head.” She was a beauty even 
then according to the way the 
world looks at it. She painted 
herself up. She did not know 
she was painting herself and 
dressing herself to be pled 
under feet by the horses and to 
be eaten by the dogs and to have 
the dogs gnaw her bones. -When 
Ahab married that woman, went 
with her to serve Baal, he sold 


out to sin! 


It is a sad thing, Mr. Benavides, 
but many a person who comes be- 
fore your court, a narcotic case, 
a drunk case, is a man who has 
intentions that are good, but he 
has inside him a lust, a weakness 
inside, an appetite inside him, a 
habit, a rut of character, a groove 
in his brain, something inside that 
has already sold him out. He 
has a traitor in his own gate. He 
has sold out to sin! 


It is not that every man who 
comes before your court wanis 
to be a sot drunkard, but if he 
sells to s®&, sin enslaves him, and 
he is no more the man that he 
once was. 


It is said that a Greek tyrant 
of a certain Grecian city was 
jealous of a man, a smith in his 
town who perhaps was not loyal 
to the king. He was known as a 
great blacksmith. This man was 
brought before the king, and the 


king said, 


“I am told you can make a 
chain that no man can break.” 

The man said, “Yes.” 

“Well, make me one,” the king 
said. 

So he made a chain so well and 
welded every link. so carefully 
(that was not easy to do then) 
that when he got through, he 
brought it back and held it up 
before the king and said, 


“It is so strong that if it had 
an elephant on each end puting 
in Opposite directions, they 
couldn’t break it.” 

The king said to one of his of- 
ficers. 

“Bind him with it.” 

So it is with sin. We make the 
chain that binds us and enslaves 
us_as Ahab did when he let down 
the bars and gave himself away 
to sin and soid out. 

Is there an unsaved man here? 
I would not trifle with God. I 
talked to a woman down at the 
zoo today who is unsaved, She 
said, “I am‘not ready yet? My 
friends, you trifle with cur soul’s 
Salvation as if you thought you had 
forever to make a choice, as if 
you thought it did not matter and 
that tomorrow would be just as 
good, If your baby were dying 
with diphtheria, tomorrow would 
not be just as good for a serum. 
If you had a case of acute appen- 
dicitis, tomorrow would not be just 
as good to call the doctor. That 


| might be too late. “Fhe man who 


opens his heart to sin and sells 
out to sin, tomorrow will be too 
late, perhaps, for him ever to be 
saved. I would not sell out like 
Ahab did. He sold himself to sin. 

Sin is so hateful, so terrible, so 
enslaving, so pitiless, so merciless

I have al- 
ready married this woman, and I 
am going her way.” He sold out 
to it and went ahead and had Na- 
both murdered for his vineyard. 
God booked up murder against 
Ahab, and God said, 

“All right, you will meet it. 
Your blood will be licked by the 
dogs. Your family will be cut off. 
Every male member will meet a 
violent death.” 


“Well, all right, but I have al- 
ready started out,” Ahab said, “so 
I am going on.” 

Oh, do not sell out to sin! I 
would hate it and avoid it and run 
from ,it! Is there a man here who 
thinks, ““What difference do a few 
drinks make?” My friends, it may 
mean the difference in ruin and 
success for your boy. A few 
drinks may mean that the happi- 
ness of aig) home will be shat- 
tered, and one day shame and 
disgrace and.broken home and 
broken hearts will be yours. It 
may mean the difference between 
freedom and prison for something 
you did when you were drinking 
and did not know anything about 
it. It means the difference be- 
tween the wrath of God and His 
mercy. Do not sell out to sin! 

But you think sin is so cheap. 
You do not know all you buy when 
you sell out to the devil. You buy 
trouble and certain judgment and 
punishment. Do not do it! 


Ahab’s Sin Found Him Out 


What else is told about this 
man? He said when Elijah came 
and faced him, “Hast thou found 
me, O mine enemy?” Elijah an- 
swered, “I have found thee: be- 
cause thou hast sold thyself to 
work evil in the sight of the 
Lord.” “I have found thee.” 


When we sin, we feel it is not 
such an important matter. The 
whole human race has a feeling 
that it is such a light matter to 
sin. The Bible says in Proverbs 
that the wicked woman commits 
adultery and then licks her lips 
and says, “I have done no evil,” 
Oh, it is not e light matter. 

Here is a man, this man Ahab, 
who said,

But Naboth said, “I can’t sell it. 


It belonged to my father and my 
grandfather and my great-grand- 
father. I couldn’t trade my vine- 
yard and I couldn’t sell it.” 


Ahab did not like that. When 
Jezebel said, “I will fix it for you,” 
he let her do it. She said to the 
elders of the city, “Take this man 
Naboth and set him on high and 
get two men to swear that he 
blasphemed God and the king and 
have him stoned.” They did it. 
Then Jezebel came to Ahab and 
said, “Now get up. Don’t be turn- 
ing your face to the wall. You 
have been missing your dinner, get 
up and eat, drink and be merry. 


I have everything fixed fine. They 


did what I told them to do and 
Naboth is dead. Go down and get 
the vineyard.” 

“Go down and get the vine- 
yard.” Do you think that is all 
there is to this? “Well,” he might 
have said, “To be sure it is. Why 
not? I am king around here, am 
I not? I didn’t do it anyway. 
The elders of his own city did it.”

The dear Lord has saved many, 
and how sweet it has been to see 
them come! I have each one who 
comes to Christ to come take my 
hand, and I ask why he comes, 
and try to make sure that each 
one is trusting in Christ for salva- 
tion before going into the inquiry 
room for further instruction and 
prayer and records, and that each 
backslider definitely confesses his 
backsliding and turns back to live 
out and out for Christ.

evangelistic invitations. So the 
decisions, after my plain preach- 
ing, are definite. Then each per- 
son is personally shown the scrip- 
tures on salvation, and led into 
fuller assurance. Then a record is 
made on a card, stating whether 
the one who came is a new con- 
vert or whether, having been con- 
verted previously, he has’ fallen 
into sin and lived as a backslider 
and now returns to fellowship 
with his heavenly Father. 


Sunday afternoon among the 
twenty-two coming forward was a 
Jew, a man perhaps forty-five. I 
said to him, when he took my 
hand; “Do you know that all of us 
are poor sinners who need salva- 
tion ?” 

He replied, “I know that I have 
been a big one!” 


“Well Jesus Christ died to save 
you. He loves you. He is ready 
right now to forgive you and save 
you, if you are willing to accept 
and trust Him,” I told him.

A Mother

That 
is the reason the Bible teaches 
that that which was whispered in 
the corner shall be shouted from 
the housetops, and “Whatsoever a 
man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” 


Let me press again on your 
heart as I have before, if one sin 
could get by unjudged, uncon- 
demned, unpaid for; if one sin 
could get by God, that one sin 
would make a chaos out of God’s 
universe and pull God from His 
throne and put out the glory of 
Heaven, ruin the angels, and take 
every soul out of God’s hand. If 
Satan could make God one time a 
failure, if he could make God one 
time unjust and not able to take 
care of His own, not able to bring 
sin to judgment, Satan would have 
defeated God forever.

I know a man who has gone 
far in sin.

But just 
as certain as there is a God, this 
One 
time the cry of innocent Chris- 
tians misled by him, the cry of 
preachers he has abused and Hed 
about and slandered will be heard 
and avenged. As surely as there 
is a God in Heaven, his sin will 
come out. One day he will say, 
“Hast thou found me, O mine 
enemy?” and God will say, “I 
have found you.” My friend, listen 
to me. As certain as there is a 
God, sin must be paid for. I call 
on you today to hear me and take 
warning. _Sin is a terrible thing, 
and what terrible things it brings! 
Sin admitted and confessed and 
forsaken God will have mercy 
about it, but when one goes boldly 
on his way with a proud, haughty, 
scornful heart, hearing no reproof, 
and turns his back on the preach- 
ing of the gospel, one day he will 
come like Ahab did and face a 
man of God and say, “Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy?”

a case down here, involving two 
fellows. One is rich and has a 
whole lot of sheep, and the other 
had but one ewe lamb. He petted 
it and treated it like a daughter, 
and carried it in his bosom. The 
rich man had a man come to see 
him one day, and he grabbed his 
neighbor’s lamb and roasted that.

General Marshall declared that 
this “sordid business” militated 
against the best interests of “every 
parent in the United States who 
has a son in the Army.” 

. Venereal di_2ase is the scourge 
of every army. American casual- 
ties in World War I from this 
scourge closely paralleled the 
losses in actual combat. We have 
also had to battle this formidable 
enemy in World War II. 


. Dallas, Texas 


Headquarters for the Eighth 
Service Command, comprising five 
southwestern states, is located in 
Dallas, Texas. Maj. Gen. Richard 
Donovan, in charge of it at the 
time, issued this statement on 
February 5, 1943: “The soldier sick 
with venereal disease constitutes 
the most serious and continuing 
health problem that confronts the 
Army.” 

Louisville, Kentucky 


The Louisville Courier Journal 
in an article describing the sordid 
conditions there on pay-day night 
said: 

On the night of the last pay day the 
soldiers began to drift in shortly after 
dark. They obviously were quite 
thirsty and willing to take chances 
with their money at the blackjack and 
poker tables. 

New arrivals filled the various dives 
within a short time. The drinking in- 
creased and with it the _ boisterous 
gaiety grew until practically all the 
men in uniform were definitely in 
some stage of drunkenness by mid- 
night... 

It cannot be stated too strongly that 
venereal diseases, on the scale reported 
from Fort Knox, are a grave menace 
to the defense program. 

The triple evil of gambling, 
drinking and venereal disease was 
what General Marshall was speak- 
ing of when he said it was a 
“sordid business for the accumula- 
tion of money” and that it was 
against the best interests of every 
parent in the United States with 
a son in the Army.

The matter of intoxication of service- 
men with respect to venereal disease 
control is of double importance. In the 
first place, an intoxicated soldier is 
less apt to resist the advances of the 
prostitute or the promiscuous girl. In 
the second place, he is unable to fol- 
low out prophylactic procedures when 
not in full possession of his facultiés.. 
Reports received from both the Army 
and the Navy indicate that the ma- 
jority of exposures leading to venereal 
infection among servicemen occurred 
when the servicemen had had too much 
- oa (Union Signal, February 26, 


United States Navy Commander 
Clarence J. Buckley, venereal dis- 
ease control officer of the Fourth 
Naval District, speaking in Phila- 
delphia on February 7, 1944, to 


the Conference on Social Hygiene, 
said: 

A surv 
shows that 38 ge ggg id coe aoe 
disease contacts of sailors and marines 
here could be traced to taprooms. A 
survey of the past year showed that 
7 per cent could be traced to these 
places. They are a major problem® 

The Reader’s Digest last year 
published an article by Gene 
Tunney, former heavyweight box- 
ing champion of the world and 
now head of the Navy’s physical 
training department, concerning 
the spread of venereal disease 
among our armed forces. He 
showed that eleven out of every 
thousand of our draftees became 
infected with syphilis and forty 
out of every thousand became: in- 
fected with gonorrhea after being 
drafted. He cited as an example 
three women who infected one 
hundred and fourteen soldiers in 
one day. He emphasized the fact 
that servicemen on leave turn to 
liquor and wild women; the road- 
houses and juke joints provide a 
handy meeting place; and that the 
man under the influence of alcohol 
is an easy prey for the prostitute 
and will not observe the precau- 
tions prescribed by the army. 


It is well to remember that Mr. 
Tunney is not a preacher, temper- 
ance leader or prohibition worker. 
He drew the fat salary of $35,000 
per year from the American Dis- 
tilling Company prior to his serv- 
ice in the Navy. Certainly what 
he. thinks, says. or writes would 
not be prejudiced. 


“Victory Girls” 


-.At the beginning of our national 
defense program, 75 per’ cent ‘of 
venereal infection among our serv- 
‘icemen was by professional prosti- 
tutes, but as time has passed it 
has degraded the teen-age girls. 
Dr. Russel Teague, chief of the 
State Department of Health, ven- 
ereal disease control division, of 
the State Department of Health 
in Kentucky, says that 90 per cent 
of venereal infection : among 
soldiers is caused by “so-called 
‘victory girls’ who give freely of 
themselves.” 

Michael F. Morrissey.of Indian- 
apolis, president- of the Interna- 
tional Association of Chiefs of 
Police, speaking in White Plains, 
New York, on July 27, 1944, was 
quoted by the Associated Press as 
follows: 


Khaki-wacky pickup girls are re- 
sponsible for 92 per cent of venereal 
isease infection among servicemen. 
Professional prostitutes are now re- 
sponsible for only 8 per cent compared 
with 80 per cent a few years ago.

At half-past four in the morning, 
when the bars and taverns _ finally 
spewed the wreckage into the streets, 
teen-age boys and girls made sloppy 
love on garbage cans and newsstands; 
scores of others found the darkness of 
store entrances and alleys, while others 


staggered toward cheap hotels or park 
benches. 


My friends, there is not the 
slightest doubt but that the night 
clubs, cocktail lounges, beer tav- 
erns, roadhouses, juke joints and 
other booze dives have been the 
greatest health hazard to the 
armed forces of America as well 
as the breeding places of civilian 
crime, juvenile delinquency, and 
all types of vice, immorality and 
iniquity. 

We have bewailed present-day 
adult and juvenile delinquency. 


We have stormed and thundered 
about growing youthful crime. 


We have had “nightmares” and 
“day .horses” because of the de- 
bauchery of the young girls of the 
nation. 


‘We have piously wailed about 
the illegitimate birthrate. 

But what have we done to cor- 
rect the situation? 


Breeding Places Unmolested 


We have formed teen-age clubs, 
established reading rooms, built 
U.S.O. centers; opened church rec- 
reational parlors, operated “feeds,” 
“soups,” entertainments and 
socials; but we have left the 
breeding places of this juvenile de- 
linquency, prostitution and disease 
unmolested. 


The night clubs, cocktail lounges, 
beer bars, roadhouses and juke 
joints have continued to spew and 
spawn crime and debauchery. 

This is like pouring gasoline on 
a fire with a can and trying to 
put it out by throwing water on 
it with a spoon. 

This is like trying to empty a 

leaky boat of its water with a 
knitting needle. ; 
This is like trying to rid your 
henhouse of mites without clean- 
ing and fumigating the roosting 
poles and egg nests. 

This is like trying to cure fever 
without killing the mosquitoes or 
draining the swamps. 3

gospel story, the Holy Spirit ap- 

plies that word and faith begins 
to work in the soul once darkened, 
alienated and cut off from the 
life which is in Christ Jesus. That 


word begins to move and do some- 
thing. 


Well, what did she hear about? 
She heard of the fame of Solomon 
concerning the name of the Lord. 
Now, have you heard about His 
wonderful name, the name of the 
Lord Jesus? “His name shall be 
called Wonderful.” He was won- 
derful as a man. Never man spake 
as He did while He walked here on 
earth; and wonderful as the 
Saviour led to Calvary’s cross as 
a lamb dumb before his shearers, 
He never opened His mouth; won- 
derful as God, the eternally exist- 
ing One—the One that could turn 
the water into wine, who could 
raise the dead from the grave, 
who could take the five loaves and 
two fishes and break them and 
multiply them so that the disciples 
could take them to: the multitudes, 
and five thousand, were fed; won- 
derful that He is now interceding 
for us at the right hand of the 
Father, ever living to make in- 
tercession; wonderful that He is 
coming some day in power and in

Step Two—She Came to 
Prove Him 


And she not only heard of Him 
and His greatness, but she de- 
termined to come to him and put 
him to the test. Now, friend of 
mine, it is not enough just to hear 
of Christ—you must come to Him 
and trust Him as your personal 
Saviour. You have heard how He 
is not only able but willing to save 
you and you should come to Him 
now for. salvation. 


Notice, and she came to prove 
him with hard questions. That 
is the second point. Faith with- 
out works is dead.

trip, but she was bound and de- 
termined in her heart to see this 
great man called Solomon. And 
some of you have heard about the 
wonderful Saviour, you have heard 
about His dying on Calvary’s cross 
for you, but have you come? 
That’s the point. Have you come 
to the Lord Jesus? He says, 
“Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy laden, and I will 
give you rest.” “Come now, and 
let us reason together,” saith the 
Lord: though your sins be as 
scarlet, they shall be as white as 
snow.” You have heard but you 
haven't taken the next step. Now 


you can keep on hearing the gos- 
pel for ages and not be saved un- 
less you come in appropriated 
faith. She came, showing the 
moving power of faith in the 
word of God. Noah did some work 
back in the golden days. “He 
being warned of God was moved 
with fear and prepared an ark 
for the saving of his house.” 


Now, notice, she came to prove, 
to test him with hard questions, 
Perhaps you have come to the 
Saviour and to prove Him you are 
saying to Him, “How is it that 
my sins like scarlet can be as 
white as snow?” And God says, 
“Now let us reason together. I 
laid your sins upon my beloved 
Son on Calvary’s cross. Now you 
are free, as though you had never 
sinned, and you are justified by 
faith and you have peace with 
Me.” And then you” ask, “How 
can the sin question be dealt with 
and done away with?” And back 
comes the answer, “Without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission.” 
You might ask the question how 
to walk pleasing to God. Well 
God says, “Present your bodies a 
living sacrifice.” Then you might 
have other questions “after this. 
Well let me tell you something, 
the answer to any question that 
you might raise can be found in 
the Word of God after you have 
come to the Lord Jesus. I don’t 


care what question you can pro-* 


pound in the line of spiritual 
things, I can tell you that you 
can find your answer in the Word 
of God. And all your questions 
will be answered if you come to 
Jesus, 


Step Three—She Had Fellowship 
With Him 


Now, the third step we find here 


,|in the second verse. I want you 


to see the growth of a soul. She 
came, and now watch how that 
soul grows in grace and in the 
knowledge of the Lord. How 
gently the Holy Spirit leads a 
soul! Notice that in the second 
verse “And when she had come 
to Solomon she communed. with 
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him of all that was in her heart.” 
You could change that from com- 
muned to fellowship. She ¢com- 
muned with him of all that was in 
her heart. That word communion 
is the same as fellowship. We 
walk and have fellowship, com- 
munion, with one another and the 
blood of Jesus Christ doth con- 
tinually cleanse us from all sin. 
And our fellowship, our commu- 
nion, is with the Father and His 
Son, Jesus Christ. Now she com- 
muned with him by telling him all 
sf ese yarn agin 


in your heart. Is 


be obedient to the Word? 
Him all about it. Are you vic- 
torious over sin in your life, or 
are you a defeated Christian? Tell 
God all about it and like Mary of 
old, sit at His feet and learn how 
to have that fellowship and com- 
munion, to dwell in the secret 
place and abide under the shadow 
of the Almighty. She communed 
by telling him all that was in 
her heart, and there is the secret 
of a Spirit-led, Spirit-empowered 
life. 


Step Four—She Understood 

Notice the third verse. After 
she communed with him Solomon 
told her all her questions and 
there was not anything hid from 
the king which he told her not. 
Beloved do you see it? Her ques- 
tions were all answered after she 
came. First she heard, then she 
came to prove him, and then she 
saw. 


We will have to hurry down to 
verse 4. “And when the Queen 
of Sheba had seen all of Solomon's 
wisdom and the house that he 
had built .. .”, the next thing 
is, she saw. Her eyes were opened. 
Now Paul prays in the Ephesian 
prayer as follows—and so many 
Christians are like Lazarus, when 
he came forth from the grave with 
resurrection life he still had the 
grave clothes on and a napkin 
over his eyes. He had resurrec- 
tion life, victorious life, but he 
couldn’t see a thing, and they had 
to take the napkin from his eyes. 
And Paul prays in Ephesians 1:18. 
“The eyes of your understanding 
being enlightened,”—take off the 
grave clothes of the old life that 
ye might see these things—‘“that 
ye may know what is the hope of 
his calling and what the riches of 
the glory of his inheritance in the 
saints, and what is the exceeding 
greatness of his power to usward 
who believe, according to the 
working of his mighty power.” 


Step Five—She Praised 

And when she saw—notice— 
“had seen all of Solomon’s wis- 
dom, and the house that he had 
built,” etc., she said, ‘Ah, why the 
half was not told me.” And when 
you. have your spiritual eyes en- 
lightened by the Holy Spirit whose 
work it is to reveal, to teach, and 
to enlighten, you will exclaim 
with the Queen of Sheba of. old, 
“The half has not been told me!” 


I must hasten and give you the 
other three points. My prayer is 
that God will enable you to see 
eternal things. In verse 5 notice 
what she saw. “She saw. the 
meat of his table, the great pro- 
vision for those in his household; 
she saw the sitting of his serv- 
ants,” she saw no confusion, she 
saw the standing of his ministers 
and their. apparel—and will you 
check one little word there in the 
fifth verse, “And his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house 
of the Lord.” And that. means 
the burnt offerings—sacrifices. She 
learned that the way of atonement 
was by the shed blood of the 
Lamb without spot and without 
blemish, by the way of the eee 
offering.

God’s Prophets Are Not the 
Enemies of Sinners 


Did you notice that the king 
said, “Hast thou found me, O 
mine enemy?” There are those 
who believe preachers are their 
enemies. In the case of Moses, 
the people murmured against God 
and against Moses and said, “Why 
have you brought us out to die 
in the wilderness, to let us and 
our children starve?” 

Moses went to God and said, 
“Oh God, they are about to stone 
me thinking I am their enemy. 
They hate me. Oh, God, what 
shall I do?” -The people thought 
Moses was their enemy, a good 
man like Moses! Even Aaron and 
Miriam and a bunch of others 
said, “Moses takes too much au- 
thority. Moses is our enemy.” He 
was not their enemy. 

One time when the people 
grumbled against’God and against 
Moses, God sent fiery serpents 
among them that bit them and 
much people of Israel died, the 
Scripture said. The people saw 
their mistake when they began to 
die like flies. Do you know what 
they did? ‘They came to Moses 
and said, “Moses, pray for us.” 
A preacher is not your enemy if 
he is a good preacher and honest 
with God. The preacher stirs deep. 
down in your heart, You are a 
sinner and he preaches mae your

It is sad when 
people on the outside think 
preachers are their enemy. 


Moses loved people so. He led 
them out of Egypt and wept and 
prayed before God to keep God 
from destroying them.

We ought to let men know 
that God loves them.

That man was saved a few days 
later. God is not an enemy of 
sinners. God must bring sin to 
punishment: and condemnation, 
and bring wrath and trouble on 
sinners, but my friend, God is not 
your enemy. God loves you. Tell 
God then, “Oh God, I am a sinner, 
but if Jesus died for me, I will 
love Him and serve Him.” 


The woman in John, chapter 8, 
who was taken in adultery, in the 
very act, might well have believed 
God was her enemy. She had 
broken the law, she had gone into 
sin. The scribes and Pharisees 
brought this shame-faced woman 
with downcast eyes and bowed 
head before Jesus. They stood and 
said, “Moses said she should be 
stoned, What do you say, Jesus?” 
Jesus stooped down and wrote on 
the ground. I have wondered 
what He wrote in the sand that 
day. As the Pharisees said, “What 
will we do with her?” Jesus 
said, “All right. You want to 
stone her, don’t you? If there is 
anybody here without sin, go 
ahead and do it. If you don’t 
have any sin yourself, you can 
stone her.” And He stooped down 
again and wrote with His finger 
in the sand. I wonder what He 
wrote. “Oh, I can’t do that,” the 
eldest said, and he walked away. 
Their consciences began to smite 
them and one by one they walked 
away. But what about the poor 
woman? She stayed there. I 
wonder why she did not leave too? 
Because she knew this Man was 
not her enemy? He was her 
friend! He is a friend of sinners: 
He said to the woman,

Conviction was 
all over the congregation. I did 
not know why then. But when the 
service was over, after profound 
conviction everywhere, and people 
saved, the pestor said to me, 
“When you -said your friends in 
sin are not your friends at all and 
they leave you, did you notice 
what happened?” 

I said, “Yes, what about it.” 


He said, “Did you see a certain 
young woman begin to weep? Just 
last Sunday she came and made 
her confession. She went into sin, 
art she is to have an illegitimate 
baby. But the young man who 
lea her into sin has already ruined 
another girl in another commu- 
nity. He had promised to marry 
her, but has already gone on 
somewhere else now.”

I read last night a story Dr. 
Ironside told in his book, Charge 
That to My Account. “When my 
boy was little,” he said, “I often 
played games with him. There 


play. He would say, “Let’s play 
bear.” We would take a couple 
of chairs in a corner and with 
those chairs make a den. I would 
have to get down on all fours and 
put a big fur coat over me and 
get back in the den. I would be 
the bear. He would come dancing 
into the room as if he didn’t know 
anything about a bear being 
around there. I would run out of 
the den after him, and he would 
run. He would always run into 
some place of safety.” This time 
the boy ran from the bear Dr.
